Even in the rainy season there is an 
There are 
g@ed stores, large warehouses filled 
with chocolate beans, sugar and 
other tropical products and one can 
ride uptown on a trolley car built 
in Philadelphia, Pa. The most popu- 
lar hotel faces the great savannah, a 
wide stretch of green grass bordered 
by green trees. Here grazes a herd 
of peculiar Indian cattle and here in 
the Iatter part of the afternoon you 
may see hundreds of men and boys 
playing cricket. Beautiful drives 
can be taken to the reservoir, or 
further. up the mouniains to Mara- 
cas waterfall through avenues of 
graceful giant bamboos which arch 
over the roadway and through miles 
of cacao plantations. 

Annually $8,500,000 worth of 

chocolate beans are sent away from 
Trinidad, chiefly to the United States 
and England, with about $2,700,000 
worth of sugar and large quantities 
of cocoanuts and bananas. These 
and other things in lesser amount 
represent the products of a rich soll, 
watered by plenteous frains and 
tended and harvested by the patient 
labor of industrious coolies from 
India, _— 
- The total value of Trinidad’ ex- 
ports aggregate about $15,000,000 
yearly. Practically no mineral 
wealth is developed with the excep- 
“tion of asphalt. Comparatively few 
of the people of Trinidad have ever 
seen the lake or know much more 
about the asphalt wonder of the 
world than do the residents of this 
country. Yet Trinidad ships yearly 
to America from 125,000 to 150,000 
tons of asphalt and about 40,000 
tons to Europe, from which the Gov- 
ernment of Trinidad is in receipt of 
anh annial févénue of more than 
$250,000 in royalties an ‘he asphalt 
mined and exported. 

The asphalt lake is on the top of 
a long hill, about a half hour’s walk 
from La Brea, an unattractive coast 
village. The lake is not very im- 
preasive. It is simply a great level 
area of 100 or more acres, bordered 
by a few low hills and dotted with 
clumps of trees .and bushes, The 
surface has a dull bluish gray color 
and is broken by irregular pools of 
water. The surface of the asphalt 
is hard and solid enough to easily 
bear a person's weight. A narrow- 
gauge railroad runs from the refin- 
ery on the edge of the lake out and 
half way across the lake, Then it 
swings back in a great loop to the 
refinery where the asphalt is melted 
and run into barrels or to the pier 
where the bitumen {s shipped in its 
crude state to Europe. 

Digging asphalt is a simple opera- 
tion. A mattock is the only tool 
required and under its blows the 
pitch breaks readily. The negroes 
employed in digging are skilled in 
the work and break out lumps a cou- 
ple of feet across, which is just about 
as heavy as a man can easily carry. 
The crude asphalt as it is broken 
out is somewhat brownish or dark 
earthly color.

Queen Mary evinced a special in- 
terest in this particular corner of 
the mansion, because at the time of 
her former visit as Duchess ef York 
the tapestry had been taken down 
for repair. Walking through the 
gallery over the Great Hall, the 
Queen went into the Great Nursery. 
The tapestry here depicts ‘Scenes 
from the Life of Diana,’’ It had been 
villainously miUtilated, and the 
Queen was told that fivé years were 
spent in searching for one portion of 
it which had been cut out. In all, 
forty-eight pieces were put tegether 
with great skill. 

Through a suite of rooms, the way 
lay to, the Lesser Nursery, and here

Falkirk Man's Invention. 

An invention by means of which 
th> locking of the doors of railway 
compartments will be under the con- 
trol of the guards of traina has been 
patented by Mr. Robert Blackadder, 
of the firm of. Messrs. Blackadder 
Brothers, engineers, Falkirk. 

The invention consists of the fixing 
in each campartment of a cylinder 
having a piston or bolt therein, the 
cylinder communicating with an air- 
pipe running the whole length of the 
train to the guard's van, The guard 
is provided with means for opening 
and shutting the air pressure for 
the respective cylinders. When the 
guard turns on the pressure the pis- 
ten shoots the bolts into their re- 
spective keepers, and thus the doore 
are locked, and cannot be opened 
again until the guard cuts off the 
air pressure. In the event of any 
collision taking place or a portion 
of a train becoming detached and 
any one of the air-pipes being de- 
tached or @roken the doors would 
immediately become unlocked.

Mr. Michel Jacobs, the exhibitor of 
two important pictures at this year’s 
Royal Canadian Academy, is a na- 
tive of , who has recently 
returned to his birthplace, and who. 
is not enly an artist of unusual pro- | 
mise, but the discoverer of a color 
theory which is aa novel as it pro- 
mises to be revolutionary in methods 
of painting, : 

This discovery is partly explahied. 
by the fact that for many years, Mr. 
Jacobs was a mechanical engineer, 
during most of which time he was 
also an art student. When the time 
came, after the death of his mother, 
when he could give his entire time 
to study the embryo artist packed his 
belongings and with $200 started for 
Paris, i 

There he began a new chapter in 
his life, studied hard at Julien’s and 
the Beaux Arts as well as under 
Paul Lauren. It was aSout two years 
ago that sclence came to the aid of 
Art, and Mr, Jacobs began to ques- 
tion the usual accepted for mula of 
color pigments, which declares blue, 
red, and yellow ‘> be the primary 
colors, and the complementary color 
of any one of these to be the mix- 
ture of the other two. 

Instead of aceepting th'~, the sci- 
entific artist began to experiment for 


MR. MICHEL JACOBS, 
his own use in painting. with the 
primary colors of the spectrum, 
which are known, to be red, green, 
and violet, the secondary colors be~ 
ing blue, yellow, and purple, This 
theory of light rays may be applied 
to the use of pigments, Mr, Jacobs 
claimed. 

“But,” arises the natural query, 
“how is it possible to combine red 
and green pigments to produce yel- 
low, for instance?” 

Mr. Jacobs’ answer is that accord- 
ing to the scientific laws of rays of 
light ‘it is possible to combine red 
with green to produce a brilliant yel- 
low. When he is painting a yellow 
object in a white light, he breaks 
into it with green ana red. To pro- 
duce a brilliant blue, reen and violet 
rays must be combined. 

To reproduce nature, a picture 
must be painted according to the laws 
of the spectrum, is Mr. Jacobs’ ver- 
dict, after testing hia theory, elabor- 
ating it, and proving it. The colors 
must be kept separate after the man- 
ner of the pointetelle school, of 
course. Also it must be understood 
that spectrum laws apply to color 
seen in sunlight, only as other lights 
have not the same proportion of col- 
ored rays. 

Mr. Jacobs’ later work is the best 
exponent of his own theory. His por- 
trait of Israel Zangwill exhibited this 
year at the R. C. A, has transpar- 
-ncy of shadow, clear color and is a 
fine characterization of the personal- 
tty so widely known through bis 
writings,
